Election/Restrictions 

Claims 3-5 and 17-19 are allowable. Claims 6-11, previously withdrawn from 
consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, require all the limitations of an allowable 
claim. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in MPEP § 821.04(a), the restriction requirement 
between inventions to Species A-C, as set forth in the Office action mailed on 5/31/2007, is 
hereby withdrawn and claims 6-1 1 hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 
37 CFR 1.104.
